If my mother lives until the [0th 
of June next, «he will be 88 years of 
They were married un the 27th 
of March, 1814, and cunsequently have 
lived together 68 yra.—nearly the years 
allotted »s ‘a lifetime. They. 
have hae 7 children, (5 living) 41 gramd- 
children, and 14 great grandehildren. 
If you were to ask my father the secret 
of his long life, he would answer his 
* temperate life.” He has not tasted - 
liquor of any kind for nearly 70 years 
—never umd tobacco in any furm— 
never.used tea—did use coffes, for a 
time but gave it up 40 years ago, He 
was always a warin advocate of Educa- 
tion and Temperance. Before age im- 
ewig hie faculties, he was one of the 

mathematicians of hie time. He 
had his own views of religion which he 
presse upon no one, an! had friends 
among all denominations.

Mix Gerrcy.—Milking is an-art, and 
the farm hand who knows how to milk pro- 
perly is more valuable to the careful dairy- 
man than any other help. . Of course any- 
body can milk, and some can milk a dozen 
cows before breakfast. The careful bg 
er, however, is not so anxious for fast he 
as he isto employ those who are careful. 
The operation should never be hurried, but 
the milk should be drawn steadily and, as 
it fows naturally. Some cows have very 
tender teats, joe | the rapid milkman forgets 
this fact in his endeavor to make speed. 
The cow that is naturally impatient and 
fretful does not like to submit to rough 
handling, and her disposition is soon ruined 
by such treatment. ith the constant ir- 
ritation she will fail in quantity, and be less 

uctive, just as any human being would 
ail to orm faithful service when labor- 
ing under mental afflicfion or trouble. As 
the udder becomes distended and filled with 
milk the desire on the partof the cow is to 
be relieved of ita contents, and she willingly 
submits to it for the relief it occasions. The 
constant practice of being milked at stated 
intervals impresses itself strongly upon her, 
and she will seldom offer resistance without 
cause... When a cow, therefore, that has 
been a patient deliverer of milk ‘becomes 
fractious, the fault can be always traced to 
the milkman.

INTERESTING SERMON DELIVERED To THE 
ODD FELLOW’ OF MADOC, ON THK 63RD 
ABBIVERAARY OF THE O8DER, HY 
REV, B. L. HUTTON. 


On Tuesday evening Inst the members of 
Madoo Lodge of Odd Fellows celebrated the 
63rd Anniversary of the Order in America by

a successor. Finally he rightly refused to do 
#o any longer, and then these model educa- 
tionists fly inte high dungeon because he dare 
interfere with them. One member, evidently 
the * obstructionist ’ of the Board, a Mr. 
Boldrick, has made himself particularly ridic- 
nlous in the matter by moving the resolution 
helow, to which, to the credit and 
dignity of his associates be it said, 
he could get no seconder. There 
are Boldricks on nearly every body of this 
kind, mer w'io are just shallow pated — 
to believe that in themselves is centered the 
cream of the whole wisdom of the community, 
but when they are probed it y turns 
out that they are mere in bubbles after 
all, and we have no doubt thie Mr. Boldrick 
could be reduced to as “‘ small potatoes”’ as 
any of them.
